WASHINGTON. 

A Hairs at the Capital as Re- 
ported by our Regu- 
lar Correspond- 
ent. 

It the Democrats hud submitted 
the selection of their Presidential 
candidate to a vote of the Republi- 
cans of the country there is no doubt 
that Cleveland would have received 
a majority of the votes, from the 
simple reason that nine out of ten of 
them think him the easiest man in 
the Ih-niocmlic party to heat. It is 
not therefore surprising that his nom- 
ination hy the Chicago Convention 
should have been received hy the 
Iteptiblican* with the liveliest satis- 
factou and the greatest enthusiasm. 

Aside from the few Democrats who 
held office under him which they 
blindly and without reason hope to 
get again, his nomination was like n 
wet blanket to his party; they know 
that the convention nominated him, 
not Itecaiise he was considered the 
strongest man, lint simply because 
jealousy and bickerings in the party 
made him the only man upon whom 
the Delegates could unite. They 
knew also, and some of them do not 
hesitate to say so, that he is doomed 
to defeat; that lie cannot carry a 
single doubtful State, and that he 
stands a good chance to loose several 
of the Southern States, because the 
men who look after the counting of 
votes in that locality have no desire 
to see him in the White House nguin. 

Senator Hill will uot raise a hand 
to help Cleveland in New York nil. 
less he undergoes a great change. He is 
rc|M>rtcd to have spoken in substance, 
as follows, to a gentlemen who tiied 
to get him to promise to carry the 
State for Cleveland: "Do you take 
me for a fool; no power ou earth can 
carry New york for Clevelaod, even 
if I should put forth my best efforts 
for him I should he charged with be- 
ing responsible for his defeat, us I 
was in U*88. As I am to be blamed 
any way, I prefer to lie blamed for 
doing nothing. The delegates to the 
Convention nominated him with their 
eyes open, uow let them elect him, if 
they cau.” 

General Horace Porter, of New 
York, whose mime had been connec- 
ted with the Chairmanship of the 
Republican Natioual Committee, 
came over here this week to tell the 
President that his private business en- 
gagements were sueh that it would 
be impossible for him to become 
Chairman of the National Committee. 
He suggested to the President that 
the proper man for the position, if 
he could lie induced to accept, aud 
he thought he could, was Chauncy 
M. Depew. This suggestion of (Sen. 
Porter’s is taken to mean that die 
knows that Mr. Depew will not be- 
come Secretary of State, Mr. Depew 
has bad little experience in the uctu- 
al hurly-burly of practical politics, 
but his work at Minneapolis leaves nr 
doubt of his beiug fully qualified to 
become chief executive officer of the 
National Caiupaigu. The selection 
of a Chairman to succeed Mr Clark- 
aou will be made by the Natioual Com- 
mittee at its meeting here this week, 
but it will ih reality be made by the 
President, as the Committee always 
vote for the chairman selected bv the 
Presidential candidate. Land Com- 
missioner Carter, ol Montana, is fa- 
vorably thought of.

Seuator Tracy and a party of prom- 
uent officials will go to Norfolk to 
witness the launching of the Battle- 
ship Texas on the 28th inst. The 
President will hardly be able to go, 
owing to the presure of public business 
It is really amusing to hear Demo- 
crats who are known to dislike Cleve- 
land worse than au uunaraable indiv- 
ual does holy water pretend that they 
ure satisfied with hi* nomination. 

The Senate Committees have been 
doing some hard work ou the appro- 
priation bills, notwithstanding the na- 
tional convention and about the 
hutest spell of ■) uue weather exper- 
ienced in Washington for years. This 
week the postoffice bill aud the 
agricultural bill have been completed 
and re|>orte.d to the Senate.

Ever since mao has taken upou 
himself the dignity of a civilised be- 
ing, he has recognised the importance 
and necessity of public notices, and as 
society has advanoed and its wants 
and interests increased, so have the 
number and variety of advertisements 
multiplied, until to-day advertising 
bas become an art ia itaelf, and each 
man is trying to out<do bis neighbor 
in the novelty and elaboration of his 
"ad” 

Among tbe thousands ot notices 
that appear in the daily papers, it is 
by no meaus surprising that we should 
occasionally come across some that 
do not smatter ot the elegance and 
correctness that are waut to charac- 
terize the modern public announce- 
ments, but afford a refreshment and 
amusing diversion, as, for example, 
the following in a country newspaper: 

"Wanted — A small boy to scrub 
floors and two hired men.” 

It is, of course, to be preeumed that 
tbe small boys who answered this ad- 
vertisement were sufficiently well ac- 
quainted with tbe colloquialism of 
their town to understand that their 
duties would be limited to scrubbing 
floors. 

Another example of deficient syn- 
tax, which by the way, appeared in 
a city paper, produces a somewhat 
startling effect, and pula the adver- 
tiser in position of a curio hunter or 
a lunatic: 

"A gentleman occupying a large, 
comfortable room, would like a con- 
genial companion heated by steam.” 

Instances of this kind are numerous. 
Here is another, which puts the old 
gentleman mentioned in the light of 
a pilferer, both of clothes and feath- 
ers: 

''Information wanted as to the 
whereabouts of oue Samuel Green, 
who waudered from his home, No, 

2012 street, with a Roman nose 

aud a slouch bat.” 

Such laxity of sententious con- 
struction is to be met with eveu in 
obituary notices, although, perhaps 
excusable on the ground of meats), 
|terturbation aa tbe result of over- 
whelming grief: 

- "Died, Jno.W- Hunter, who leaves 
three children with tbe consumption 
aud his mother.” 

Obituary notice* are frequently 
embellished with rhymes, for death 
bas the happy effect ol awakening tbe 
slumbering genius of poesy, aud many 
a poet who waa bom to blush unseeu 
controverts tbe design ot nature 
by making a public spectacle of him. 
self in the manner of tbe following, 
which appeared in a weekly newspa- 
per in the wilds of Pennsylvania: 

"Dear little Suaie, she's gone away! 

She's goue for good, and she's gone 
to stay." 

Religiou ia sometimes, either de ; 
siguedly or accidently, made to 
serve a somewhat profane purpose. 
At a Sunday School fair the well* ot 
the ball were placarded with various 
announcements of tbe attractions and 
prices, and amuug them waa the 
tempting notice: 

"Supper, 25 cents.” 

This was hung directly below the 
motto: 

"The Lord will provide.* 

This only demonstrates that man 
hola nothing too sacred when he bas 
his way to make in the world, and ia 
liable to resort to any means that 
will conduce to hia earthly welfare or 
happioeaa. Perhaps the most start- 
ling example of this spirit is that of a 
certain touuder, who advertises him- 
self in a ceremony. 

"Sacred to the memory of Sara 
B., wife of Thomas B. Brown, who 
built the iron fence about tbia lot, and 
will be pleased to furnish estimates 
for simulir work. Satisfaction guar- 
anteed. Write tor price* or call at 
22 First street. Orders by mail aud 
telephone promptly attended' to," 

A modern little sigu in this city 
makes tbe following remarkable an- 
nouncement: 

"Boots blacked tuaide.” 

This equaled hy another, where the 
number of the shops is made to cre- 
ate false impression, and at first leaves 
the reader to suppose that the pro- 
prietor is in business simply for the 
fun of it: 

"023 suits pressed and oleaned for 
11.00.” 

Among the great variety of enter- 
taining and novel advertisements to 
be seen in the paper* and magazines 
nowadays, one that appears in a west- 
ern peper some time since is worthy 
of special uotice: 

“Aad it was on tbe third day of 
the tenth moon, aud the sun no lung- 
er comforted tbe spirit of the fat man 
nor oppressed the soul of the lean 
man, for the chill winds that high 



them out ol Manitoba came down up- 
on the town without warning and 
toyed roughly with the whisker of 
mauy an improvident citizen. Then 
up rose John H. Joues, a merchant 
of the town, who saitli: 'These 

beautiful silk-lined overcoats, which I 
did intend to sell you for 615, I now 
offer for S10, for tbe suu hath 
melted the profit and I will eut them 
down even to $5 and a 50 cents; aye, 
even 5 check les and 5 sheckletts in 
lawful money if the realm will buy 
jeou oue of these elegant garments. 

The morning Chronicle published 
in London ot July 17, 1804, contains 
tbe annexed modest notice: 

"Ageulleiuan whose literary pro- 
ductions have met public approval, 
undertakes to conduct epistolary cor- 
respondence, where coriectuess aud 
elegance of style are necessaryjwheth- 
er on familiar topics, on business or 
ou courtship. He pledge* himself to 
the strictest secrecy. Whatever the 
subject, no confidence will be absurd, 
uo matter divulged. He presumed 
be could use a strain tbe best adapt- 
ed to display the feelings of the heart 
and attain the object. Apply to Mr. 
Rander, South Windmill street.” 

Here is another uo less uuamusing, 
which attracted public attention in 
1712: 

"At tbe Old Lilly, near the Barge 
house, iu Christchurch parish, South- 
wark, at Loudon liveth Francis 
Moore, license physician and student 
in astrology, who, by the blessing of 
God, cures all sorts of aches and 
agues one dose iu young and old 
when left off by others. He hath an 
' excellent medicine tor fits in young 
people or children. He hath an ex- 
cellent tooth powder aud a family 
tiucture that gives present ease to 
colic aud carries off* all paius in an 
instant. He gives judgment in the 
astrological way. He desires that all 
that send to hint out of the couutry, 
upon their own business, to pay the 
postage of their letters or expect no 
auswer.” 

The Daily Advertiser of April 
1804, contaius tbe following, which 
for cool, brazen impudence, is worthy 
of notice: 

"Marriage is to some a happy 
state, to others the reverse. The un- 
fortunate writer of this is placed in 
the latter situation, lately united to 
one of adisposition contrary of herself. 
She is lively and young, and now so 
very miserable, that she hopes will 
meet with pity and not ceusure from 
tbe other aex. The person to whom 
it is addressed must be a gentleman 
possessed of fortuue, generosity, 
agreeable deportment and be resolved 
to keep this an inviolable secret. He 
must present the lady with 100 pouuds 
settle a yearly income on her, to take 
place one twelvemoutli after acquaint- 
ance has commenced. Address Mrs. 
Smith, etc.” 

The Weekly Journal of 1717 con- 
tains an advertisement which goes 
tar ahead of eveu the most wonder- 
ful and conceited notices of to-day; 

"At her house, the Red Ball iu 
Queen street, Cheapside, liveth a 
Gentlewoman that hath a most incom- 
parable wash to beautify the face, which 
far exceeds all that are extant. It 
takes out all raauner of wrinkles, 
pimples, redness, morphew, sunburn 
and yellowuess caused hy mercurial 
poisonous washes; it also plumbs and 
softens the skin, making it as smooth 
aud tender as a suckling child’s; the 
young it keeps always so, and the old 
it makes appear young and lair to 
admiration; it hath uothiug of paint 
iu it, neither doth auy person know 
tbe secret You may have from 
half a crown to five pouud* a bottle. 
You may have Pomatum, White 
Pota, tbe like not to be compared 
with. Also a powder for tbe teeth 
which makes them as white as auow. 
So bath a most excellent secret to 
preveut hair from falliug out. She 
alters red or gray hair to a delightful 
light brown in a few days, whitb will 
change. She shapes tbe eyebrows 
and makes them beautiful. She bath 
a delicate Paste to whiten tbe bauds, 
and Pomatum to color the lips. She 
bas a certain aud iufallible cure for 
Toothache. She cuts hair very fiue. 
She hath also au excellent Colick 
Water, also a fiue suuli for the head 
with an Eyewaier which she defies 
all Europe to parallel.”
